TWO OTHERS INJURED; GUNMAN IN CUSTODY

ANNAPOLIS, MD. e A man with a ven- 
detta against an Annapolis newspaper 
fired a shotgun through the newsroom’s 
glass doors and at its employees, killing 
five and injuring two others Thursday, 
according to police. 

The attack appears to be the deadliest 
involving journalists in the United States 
in decades. 


Local police said the Capital Gazette 
was targeted in the incident, which 
prompted heightened security in news- 
rooms around the country. 

Veteran journalist Rob Hiaasen, 
brother of author Carl Hiaasen, was 
among the dead. 

A bulletin emailed to Maryland law en- 
forcement officials identified the shoot- 
ing suspect as Jarrod Ramos, 38. Police 
were searching late Tuesday an apart- 
ment in Laurel, Md., that is tied to Ra- 
mos. 


Ramos lost in 2015 a defamation case 
he brought against the newspaper over a 
2011 column he contended defamed him. 
The column provided an account of Ra- 
mos’ guilty plea to criminal harassment 
of a woman over social media. 

Police, who arrived at the scene within 
a minute of the reported gunfire, appre- 
hended a single gunman found hiding 
under a desk in the newsroom, accord- 
ing to the top official in Anne Arundel

‘What is, Jeopardy!’ tryouts are being held in St. Louis?’ 


For hopefuls, this is a 
once-in-a-lifetime chance

The anxious aspirants had already passed 
one test on their way to fulfilling a fan- 
tasy. 
On Thursday morning, it all got real. 
The 14 hopefuls were part of a group of 
100 people who will be tested this week at 


the Westin Hotel in downtown St. Louis 
for a chance to appear on “Jeopardy!” 

They had cleared one hurdle by apply- 
ing and performing well on an online test. 
There was another written test Thursday, 
which was then followed by a “game- 
play” session — complete with the de- 
ceptively sensitive and sometimes baf- 
fling buzzers used on the show. 

“Most of all, we want you to have fun,” 
said Glenn Kagan, a senior contest co- 
ordinator who, along with coordinator 
Ryan Keller, ran the rehearsal. 


Kagan stressed two main points in his 
preamble: 

Don’t hit the buzzer until AFTER host 
Alex Trebek finishes reading the ENTIRE 
question; and all answers must be given 
in the FORM of a QUESTION. 

So when Kagan showed a sample ques- 
tion on a large pulldown video screen that 
replicated the show’s big board, Chrissy 
Bellizzi of south St. Louis gave the answer 
— inthe form of an answer.

Kennedy’s

Justice Anthony Kennedy’s retirement 
from the U.S. Supreme Court puts con- 
servatives in striking distance of one of 
their most cherished goals: overturn- 
ing the landmark Roe v. Wade abor- 
tion-rights ruling. 

The court’s swing vote for the past 
dozen years, Kennedy sided with his 
liberal colleagues on gay rights and 
sometimes on discrimination and the 
death penalty. His successor could 
shift the court to the right on each of 
those issues. 

But nowhere will Kennedy’s depar- 
ture be more significant than on the 
politically explosive issue of abortion.

Cole County Judge Patricia Joyce 
ruled Wednesday that Col. Sandra 
Karsten, the patrol’s superintendent, 
can’t go beyond the recommenda- 
tion of a disciplinary review board that 
found Anthony Piercy should be re- 
instated as a trooper and transferred. 
Joyce sent the case back to the patrol 
for consideration of a lesser punish- 
ment, The Kansas City Star reports.
